OF KEVIN TAFT 


Controversial Parkland scholar 
takes on the Klein government 
“after the Ralpherendum”

The poster outside the door of 
Humanities LC-2 last Friday 
announced “ After the 
Ralpherendum” and the main 
speaker was Kevin Taft, the 
controversial author of Shredding The 
Public Interest, recently published by 
the University of Alberta’s Parkland 
Institute. 

“If the government had been 
honest with the people of Alberta, 
public support for the so-called ‘Klein 
Revolution’ would never have 
materialized,” said Taft to the packed 
lecture room. “Klein claimed that

spending on Alberta public services 
are soaring out of control and that they 
[the government] are out of the 
business of being in business by letting 
the market decide; neither claim is 
true.” 

Taft targeted Klein’s claims that 
the government is reinvesting for 
Albertans; “reinvestment is a hoax,” 
he said. “There has been a small rise 
in government funding ... but it won’t 
even start to keep up to inflation. 
Reinvestment means further cuts.” 

Responding to a question from 
the audience about conspiracies, Taft 
said that he “is not a fan of big 
conspiracy threories.” Instead, he said 
that “there is a convergence 
happening—a ruling elite of business, 
government, and private sectors are 
all slipping into the same mindset ... 
as a result their actions are 
inadvertently coordinated.” 

Taft agreed with another 
audience member who ventured that 
Klein is a scapegoat for all of these 
factors. He also conceded, after

use of natural resources, that he was 
not able to expand further on how 
government should increase 
revenues and control of Alberta’s 
natural resources. 

Other speakers at the seminar 
included professor Melinda Smith 
of the U of A’s political science 
department and professor Gordon 
Laxer of the University’s sociology 
department. 

Smith focused on globalization 
and the impact that it has had on 
politics and the university. 
“Excellence is an euphemism for 
how much you can do for less.” 

Laxer, who is also the director 
of the Parkland Institute, spoke on 
where the Klein government may 
be going now that the election is 
over. 

“The interesting thing about the 
election was that the winners looked 
like the losers and the losers like the 
winners,” stated Laxer. “I was 
pleased to be an Edmontonian.” He 
made a number of speculations for 
the future, including increased 
privatization, decreased taxes, and 
continuing cuts to public services. 

“The opposition needs to be 
spearheaded by the young,” 
continued Laxer, “and the young 
have plenty to be angry about. 
People have to start taking action.”

by premier Ralph Klein as the new 
minister of Advanced Education 
and Career Development, the 
department overseeing Alberta’s 
post-secondary institutions. 

Dunford sat down with 
Gateway news editor Tim Shoults 
yesterday morning to discuss 
post-secondary education in 
Alberta. 


Gateway: What is your vision of 
post-secondary education in Alberta? 
Should universities be more general 
institutions of higher learning or more 
specialized institutions for career 
development? 


Dunford: It would probably 
be somewhere between those two 
ends, I guess. [With] the degree I 
took, I went specifically for what 
I thought the job market was going 
to be. I find after 30 years that I’ve 
never worked in the area that I 
took my degree in. I took my 
degree in economics, and I’ve 
never called myself an economist. 
What I find that’s helped me a lot 
in my career was the ability to 
think, but also some ability to 
analyze and some ability to 
present—in some type of coherent 
way—some of your ideas. 


Your first official act as minister 
was to attend the launch of the U of 
A’s fundraising campaign last week. 
The U of A intends to raise over $140 
million from alumni, staff and 
corporate benefactors over the next 
three years. Do you see a link between 
this campaign and recent government 
cuts to post-secondary education 
funding? 


Yes, I do see a link, and I’m not 
unhappy about that link. I think 
that it’s high time that business

bucked up. I think that we’ve had 
an economy in Canada where the 
business side has benefitted from 
ordinary taxpayers educating 
people for their workforce. So I’m 
not unhappy with seeing 
campaigns launched with that size 
of a target. But I think you’ve hit on 
an important point, and I would 
encourage a public debate about a 
public post-secondary system. 
Maybe we really need to figure out 
whatis the taxpayer’s responsibility. 

In most institutions, the 
taxpayer ... pays about 50 percent 
of the costs. We’re looking for the 
student to move up to 30 per cent 
as an investment they’re making 
in their career, and there’s 20 per 
cent that’s sort of out there that’s 
subject to the economy. But more 
importantly, I think it’s out there 
as an expression of how serious 
the public and the business 


community are about post- 
secondary education. I think it’s 
an evaluation that the campus 
itself needs. If they set funding 
targets and they fall drastically 
short of these, I think that there’s 
some real questions they ought to 
be asking themselves in terms of 
the service that they provide. 


As minister, how do you plan to 
reach out to students, given the fact 
that students are not usually the most 
fervent Conservative supporters? 


The day I became elected as 
MLA for my constituency, one of 
the things I never did was ask 
about party affiliation when 
someone came through the door. 
Whatever their needs were, we tried 
to find some resolution if we could 
... SO as minister, I take the same 
responsibility. Having been given 
the position, I see myself as the 
minister for the people of Alberta. 

I’m just a guy that likes public 
debate. So I see myself in formal 
situations with students—we’re 
setting up a meeting with CAUS 
[Council of Alberta University 
Students] for May 10. 

I [also] plan to stroll on the U of 
A campus [and] Grant MacEwan 
when I have time. I realize it'll be a 
bit of a shock to the administration 
to have the minister on campus 
unannounced, but people will 
generally respond to someone 
who’s interested in. them. That’s a 
technique I use to get feedback. I 
also need to develop sources that are 
independent of the department, 
independent of the student 
associations, [and] independent of 
the Board of Governors, because 
these groups have their own 
agendas, and I accept that. I need 
to set up these feedback points so 
I’m in tune with more than just the 
formal agendas that are available 
to me.

37 individual students were charged with non-academic’ 
offences, ranging from refusals to show their 
identification ( 3 cases) and unauthorized entry 
(2 cases), to a variety of property offences, 
including possession of misappropriated 
property and destruction of property (27 cases) 
and physical abuses, harassment and sexual 
harassment (7 cases). In total, 57 charges were 
laid in 37 cases. The student groups were both 
charged with violations of the University's 
regulations concerning alcohol provision and | 


consumption. 


Another 37 students, undergraduate and graduate, were 
charged with 42 academic offences, including 12 
charges of plagiarism, 19 instances of 
cheating, 9 cases of misrepresentation of 
fact to obtain academic advantage and 
2 charges of aiding and abetting. The 
penalties imposed on these students 
included 2 reprimands, 24 months of 
conduct probation, grade of zero on 9 
exams or assignments and 24 course 
grades of F or 1F. In 12 cases, students 


were suspended for different lengths of 


The penalties levied for these offences included 30 individual time, averaging 11 months each. 
reprimands, 10 instances of conduct probation totalling 151 months 


and fines and restitution totalling $3640.00. 


Finally, 3 students were expelled, all for cheating on 
MID-TERMS or FINAL EXAMS.

There have been a number of 
amendments to the Code of Student 
Behavior since the 1996/97 University 
Calendar was published. These include 
new non-academic offences, a new 
penalty for academic offences, and 
several procedural changes.

This, my final opinion piece 
of the year, was intended to bea 
scathing exposé of one of the 
most serious and disturbing phe- 
nomena ever to occur at the U of 
A. If you’ve never heard of this 
particular travesty of justice, I’m 
not surprised. It’s been kept 
quiet for years by an elaborate 
conspiracy reaching to the high- 
est eschelons of university ad- 
ministration. It was my intention 
to bring this conspiracy to light 
once and for all. 

But, wouldn’t you know it, I 
had deadlines. 

It’s like this. I found out last 
year that the word “honours” on 
all U of A arts diplomas is, in 
fact, spelled “honors”—no “u”. 
If you’re in Honours English, 
Classics, History, Philosophy, or 
any of those wacky arts pro- 
grams, you’re going to get a 
piece of paper, at the end of your 
four years of toil, which spells 
“honour” without a “u”—that is, 
the American way. Is this right? 

Hold on, hold on. Don’t turn 
the page. I’m serious about 
this—well, kind of serious. Actu-

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ally, to start with, I was pretty 
frivolous about it, but I wanted 
to see how far I could go. I was 
mildly interested in finding out 
why it was university policy to 
spell one word by its American 
spelling while other words—like 
“centre” and “theatre”—were 
universally spelled with their 
British spellings. I also wanted 
to find out if somebody could 
get their diploma changed to 
read “honours” if they were 
dedicated and persistent 
enough. If I were the sort of 
person who believed the 
“honors” spelling was incor- 
rect (or, at the very least, inap- 
propriate at a Canadian uni- 


versity), could I be vocal 


enough to implement some 
change? 

As it turned out, the an- 
swer was no. This was mostly 
my own fault—I was in my 
fourth year, not to mention be- 
ing an editor for the Gateway, and 
so I had no time at all to launch 
a crusade, even one as trivial as 
this. And this, in and of itself, 
says something significant about 
the way our university is run. 
The democratic process is espe- 
cially faulty in an environment 
where no one has any time to 
scrutinize issues, make choices, 
or take action about things they 
feel strongly about. If I didn’t 
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even have time to make my opin- 
ions known about the honours/ 
honors issue, just think of how 
many genuinely important is- 
sues are being passed over, 
thanks to the necessity of essays 
and exams. 

I don’t know if there’s a so- 
lution to that conundrum, by the

way. After embarking on the cru- 
sade for the missing “u” for the 
brief time that I did, I don’t re- 
ally know if there’s a solution to 
anything anymore. 

See, the few people that I 
talked to about the honours/ 
honors thing had very different 
feelings about it. Some people 
thought I was absolutely right to 
get upset, that there was no good 
reason for the university to em- 
ploy a demonstrably American 
spelling on important docu- 
ments like diplomas, and that I

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should most definitely raise a 
stink and, hopefully, scare the 
pants off the administration un- 
til they relent and re-institute the 
“u”. BRING BACK “U” TO THE 
u! was to have been our fighting 
cry. To my amazement, these 
people really felt strongly about 
it. Some felt it was simply a dou- 
ble-standard that needed to be 
resolved. Others resented the 
pro-American implications of 
the spelling. A few didn’t see 
why arts diplomas ever de- 
parted from Latin in the first 
place (there’s no difficulty 
spelling “honours” in Latin). 
But then there were a few 
people—and we’re talking 
professors, here, not just self- 
righteous first-year students— 
who were ready to defend the 
“u”-less spelling to the death. 
“Honours”, they said, repre- 
sented British colonial imperial- 
ism. It was a blatantly incorrect 
aun imposed standard, sticking 
“u” into a word arbitrarily be- 
cause it made it somehow look 
more distinguished. The etymo- 
logical shift from “honours” to 
“honors” was inevitable, so I’d 
better get used to it. If they were 
reading this article, they would 
point out that even my writing 
has demonstrated slippage from 
British to American spelling: af- 
ter all, I spelled “programme” 
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without the “me” in my third 
paragraph, and “scrutinise” with 
a “z” in paragraph five. So I 
should accept that the English 
language is a changing entity 
and not impede progress. 

The really weird thing is, 
these people could get really 
worked up. I mean, I thought I 
was going out on a limb just by 
bringing it up, but there were 
plenty of people ready to enlist 
in a full-scale war over the poor 
little “u” in “honours”—and the 
forces on both sides seemed 
equally matched. What's the so- 
lution? 

Well, how the hell should I 
know? Just because I get my own 
dubiously spelled diploma at the 
end of this year doesn’t mean I 
have all the answers. All it means 
is, I’ve learned to ask questions. 
I’ve been asking questions all 
year in this, the dubiously 
staffed campus newspaper. And 
I’ve been asking questions in my 
dubiously marked essays. I have 
paid my dubiously high tuition 
fees for the past four years so 
that I may continue to ask ques- 
tions. 

Keep asking questions. It’s 
the right thing to do—and, 
what’s more, it’s the honourable 
thing to do. Er, the honorable 
thing.

I des- 
perately need somebody to help my 
fingers find their way back to my 
wet body...” 

“Hi. It’s about 1:45 a.m., and I’m 
just up looking for someone who 
wants to have some interesting 
phone conversations. So if you 
would like to talk about your fanta- 
sies, and listen to me as I touch my 
wet pussy, I’d be glad to talk to 
you...” 

Oh. Maybe Les isn’t as daring 
and risqué as I thought. 

Actually, not all of the ads in 
Casual Encounters were about 
phone sex. They just happened to 


be the most interesting (if slightly 
scary) of the lot. The “wankers”, as 
I called them, made up about 10 per 
cent of the ads I scanned. Many 
more ads were simply suggestive, 
while a good number weren’t about 
sex at all, but companionship, ads 
that I thought were suited to the 
“Committed Relationships” or 
“Friendship Only” categories. I 
guess a “casual encounter” did not 
necessarily mean casual sex for 
women on the line.

Legendary American director Margaret 
Webster—she who launched Paul Robeson’s 
career with a controversial production of 
Verdi’s Otello—had high standards in thea- 
tre. So when she calls something “the best 
play ever written,” serious drama aficiona- 
dos had better sit up and take notice. 

U of A Drama professor Michael 
Murdock has great respect for Webster, and 
even greater respect for the play in question: 
Chekhov’s Three Sisters. “There are many ac- 
tresses who would kill to play these parts,” 
says Murdock of the classic drawing-room 
drama, which opens tonight in Thrust Thea- 
tre. The production is part of the second year 


BFAs’ schooling, and their preparation for, 


next year’s rigorous Studio Theatre season. 

Chekhov, says Murdock, is essential for 
the students to learn, because “his subtexts 
are very different from those in other plays. 
Characters can talk and talk and underneath 
they mean something totally different.” For 
the BFAs, Chekhov is “one of the best and 
most important steps into the modern thea- 
tre,” says Murdock. 

Three Sisters tells the story of a family in 
provincial Russia, about 900 miles east of

Moscow, that suffers disharmony and strife 
when a “vixen” named Natasha marries into 
the family and begins to take over. Like the 
three sisters in the title, and all characters in 
Chekhov, Natasha demonstrates a host of 
vices, but is ultimately a human, and there- 
fore loveable. “ You love them, they’re heroes, 
but they’re also monsters, they do terribly 
selfish, horrible things,” explains Murdock. 
“Part of the task for the actors is finding ways 
to love their characters.” 

Ultimately, Murdock states that 
Chekhov intended Three Sisters to be a com- 
edy. “It can be boring in some productions, 
and people tend to look at [Chekhov] as 
moody, sober, and self-important. But really 
they’re comedies—affirmations of life, even 
in the midst of despair ... the characters help 
each other up from the depths.” 

In preparation for the production, the ac- 
tors went through a range of exercises, includ- 
ing researching character histories, improvi- 
sational “hotseats,” movement techniques 
and even a full-scale “out-take” banquet for 
the actors to flesh out their parts over a 
sumpuous meal. Who said acting was a tough 
racket? 

You can catch Three Sisters at the Thrust 
Theatre, on the second floor of the Fine Arts 
Building, April 10 to 13, at 8 p.m. nightly (plus 
a Sunday matinee at 2 p.m.). Admission is free.
